Rome, Dan. 28. — A terrible disaster 
took place Friday afternoon at Amalfi, 
the popular tourist resort on the Gulf 
of Salerno. About 2 o’clock an enormous 
rock, upon which stood the Cappoooinni 
hotel, slid bodily into the sea with a 
deafening roar aud without a moment's 
warning, carrying with it the hotel, the 
old Cappuchin monastery below, the 
Hotel Santa 
Calerina 
and 
several 
villas 
Many people were buried in the debris 
which crushed four vessels to the bot*! 
tom of the sea, destroying their crew. 
The mass of earth which slipped was 
about 50,000 cubic yards. 
The population is in a state of terror, 
fearing fresh calamities. 
Troops have 
arrived upon the scene and^ begun res­ 
cue work 
It is believed th at the loss of 
life is heavy including a num ber of 
monk* and the occupants of the hotel. 
As yet it is impossible to ascertain the 
exact Dumber. 
Amalfi is a small hut lively town of 
70oo inhabitants situated at the entrance 
of a deep ravine, surrounded by impos­ 
ing mountains and rooks of the most 
picturesque forms 
The Capuchin mon- 
astry wh* founded in ISIS by Cardinal 
Pietro Capuano for the Cistenans, but 
came into possession of the Capuchins 
in 1588. 
The building stood in the hol­ 
low of the great rock that rose abruptly 
from the sea to a height of 880 feet

appeals, First supreme judicial d istrict 
of Galveston, has handed down quite an 
interesting opinion in the case of B ark­ 
ey v» the Pasteur company.

count , Barkey reconvened for damages, 
alleging the violation of a certain con­ 
tract giving him the exclusive right to 
sell the Pasteur vaccine in Texas. 
He 
claim* J that the contract, which on its 
face had expired, had by m utual con­ 
sent been renewed, in accordance with 
a provision of the contract. 
The interesting point in the decision 
of the court of appeals is that. 
while 
neither party raised the point th at the 
contract was in violation of the anti­ 
tru st statute of Texas on account of its 
exclusive feature, the appellate court 
takes judicial cognizance of its illegal­ 
ity. 
It holds th at B urker cannot claim 
damages for violation of the contract 
because the contract was illegal, and ii 
the contract was in force at the time the 
account accrued, the Pasteur company 
cannot recover, for the same reason. 
The cause i* rem anded to inquire into 
the status of the contract.
